Article 1. 


N the Firſt place it is Agreed and Con- 
cluded, "That from this day, and for ever 
forwards,there be a true, firm and invi- 
olable Peace berween the moſt Serene 
King of Great Britaim, France and Ire- 
/and, Defender of the ChriſtianFaith,&c. 
and the moſt Illuſtrious Lords , the 
Bathaw, Dey, Aga and Goyernours of 
theCiry and Kingdom of Alzzers, and 

: —=I between all the Dominions and Subje&ts 

of either ſide , and that the Ships or other Veſſels, and the Subjects 

and People of both ſides ſhall not henceforth do to each other any 
harm , offence or injury, eitherin word or deed, burtſhall treat one 
another wi*... all poſſible reſpect and friendſhip. 


F A 2 LI. That 
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Thar any of the Ships or other Veſlets belonging to the ſaid King 
of Great Britain, orto any of His Majcſtics Subjects, may ſafely 
come tothe Port of A/2zc7s, or to any other Port or Place of that 
Kingdom, there freely to Buy and Sell, paying the uſual Cuſtoms ot 
roper Cent. as in formertimes, for ſuch Goods as they ſell, andthe 
Goods they ſcll nor, they ſhall freely carry on Board without paying 
any Duties for the ſame ; And that they ſhall freely depart from 
thence whenſocvecr they pleaſe, without any ſtop or hinderance what- 
focyer. Asto Contraband Merchandizes , as Powder, Brimſtone, 
Iron, Planks, and all ſorts of Timber fit for Building of Ships, Ropes, 
Pitch, Tar, Fuſils, and other Habiliments of War , His ſaid Maje- 
ities Subjects ſhall pay no Dury for the ſame to thoſe of Alerers. 


ITE. 


That all Ships and other Veſſels, as well thoſe belonging to the 
ſaid King of Great Britain, or toany of His Majeſties ſubjects, as 
thoſe belonging to the Kingdom or People of Alzzers, ſhall freely 
paſs the Seas, and Traftick without any Search, hinderance or mo- 
leſtation from each other, and that all Perſons. or Paſſengers of 
what Countrey ſoever, :and all Moneys , Goods, Merchandizes 
and Moveables, to whatſoever People or Nation belonging, being 
on Board of any of the ſaids Ships or Vcſlels, ſhall be wholly tree, 
and ſhall not be ſtopped, taken or plundered, nor receive any harm 


or damage whattocycr from cither party. 


IV. 


That the ,gzers Ships of War or other Veſſels meeting with 
any Merchants Ships or other Veſſels of His ſaid Majeſties ſub- 
jects, nor being in any of the Scas appertaining to His Majeſties 
Dominions , may ſend on Board one ſingle Boat with two fitters 
onely, beſides the ordinary Crew of Rowers, and that no more ſhall 
enter any ſuch Merchant Ship or Veſlell withour expreſs leave 
fromthe Commander thereof, but the two Sitters alone, and that 
upon

upon producing a Paſs under the Hand and Seal of the Lord High Ad9- 
miral of England and [reland, or of the Lord Hih Admiral of Sc9?- 
{and torthe ſaids Kingdoms reſpectively, or under the Hands & Seal 
of the Commiſſioners tor Executing the Office of Lord High Admiral 
of any of the ſaids Kingdoms, har the ſaid Boat ſhall preſently deparr, 
and the Merchant Ship or V cſſel ſhall proceed frecly on her Voyage. 
and that although for the ſpace of Fifteen Moneths next enſuing afrer 
the Concluſion of this Peace, the ſaid Commander ofthe Merchand 
Ship or Veſicl produce no ſuchPaſs, ycrifthe major part of the Sea- 
men of the ſaid Ship or Vellel be Subjects of the ſaid King of great 
Britaip, the ſaid Boarſhall immediatly depart, and the ſaid Merchant 
Ship or Veſſel ſhall freely procced on her Voyage ; Burthar atter the 
ſaid Fifteen Moneths, all Merchants Ships or Veſſels of His ſaid Ma- 
jelties Subjects ſhall be obliged ro produce ſuch a paſs as aforcſaid 
And any of the Ships of War or other Veſlcls of His ſaid Majeſty 
meeting with any Ships or other Veſſels of 4/pters , ifthe Com- 
mander of any ſuch A/zzer Ship or Veſlcl ſhall produce a Paſs Firmed 
by the Chief Goyernours of A/z2zers, anda Certificate from the Eng- 
l:jþ Conſul living there, orif they have noſuch Paſs or Certificate, 


yet it for the ſpace of Fifteen Monerhs next enſuing the Concluſion of 


this Peace, the major part of the Ships Company be T urks, Moors, 
or Slaves belonging tro _Alzters, then the ſaid Algier Ship or Vellel 
ſhall proceed freely ; Burrthar after the ſaids Fifteen Moneths, all 


Algiers Ships or Veſſels ſhall be obliged to produce ſuch a Pals and 


Certificate as acoreſaid, 
V. 
That no Commander or other Perſon of any Ship or Veſlel of 4/- 
gzers ſhall taxe out of any Ship or Veſſel of His ſaid Majeſties Sub- 


jects, any perſon or perſons whatſoever, to carry them any where - 


to be Examined, or upon any other pretence ; nor ſhall they uſe any 
Torture or Violence to any perſon of what Nation or Quality ſoever, 
being on Board any Ship or Veſſel of His Majeſties Subjets, up- 
On any pretence whatſoever. 
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VI. 


That no Shipwrack belonging to the ſaid King of Great Britazy, or 
ro2ny of His Majeſties Subjects , upon any part of the Coaſt 
belonging to Algiers , ſhall be made or become Prize , and that 
neither the Goods thereof ſhall be Seized , nor the Men made 
Slaves ; but thatall the Subjects of A/qzers ſhall do their beſt endea- 
vours to fave the ſaid Men and their Goods. 


VII. 


That no Ship, nor any other Veſſel of A/zzers ſhall ave per- 
- miſſion to be deliveredup, or go to Sally , or any other placein 
Enmity with the ſaid King of Grea? Britam, tobe made uſe of as 
Corfſairs or Sea-Royers againſt His ſaid Majeſties Subjects. 


VIII. 


That none ofthe Ships or other ſmaller Veſſels of Algzers thall 
remain Cruſing near or in ſight of His Majeſties City and Gariſon 
of T angzer, or of any other His Majeſties Roads , Hayens or 
Ports, Townes and Places, nor any ways diſturb the Peace and 
Commerce of the ſame. 


IX. 


Thatif any Schip or Veſſelof Tunis, Tripoli , or Sally, orof 
any other place, bring any Ships, Veſſels, Men or Goods belong- 
ing to any of His ſaid Majeſties Subjets, to /gicrs, ortoany Port 
or Place in that Kin gdom, the Governours there ſhall not permit 
them to be ſold within the Territories of Algiers.

Thatit any of the Ships of War of the faid King of great 
Britain do come to Algiers, ortoany other Port or Place of that 
Kingdom with any Prize, they may freely Sellit , or otherwiſe to 
diſpoſe of it at rheir own pleaſure , ' without being moleſted 
by any: And that His Majeſties ſaids Ships of Warthall notbe 
obliged 


© a 
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obliged to pay Cuſtoms in any ſort ; andrhar if they ſhall want 
Proviſions , Vicuals , or any orher things , they may freely 
Buy them at the Rate in the Market. 


XI. 


That when any of His ſaid Majeſties Ships of War ſhall ap- 
pear before Algzers, upon notice thereof given by the Engzlijh 
Conſul , or by the Commander of the ſaid Ships to the Chief 
Governours of Alziers , Publick Proclamation ſhall be immedi- 
atly made to Secure 'the Chriſtian Captives ; and if after that 
any Chriſtians whatſoever make their eſcape on Board any ofthe 
faids Ships of War, they ſhall not be required back again, nor 
thall the ſaid Conſul or Commander , or any other His Ma- 


jeſties Subjects be obliged to pay any thing for the ſaids Chriſtians. 


XIT. 


That from and afterthe time that the Ratification of this Treaty 
by the King of great Britain , ſhall be delivered to the Chief 
Governours of A/zzers, no Subjets of His ſaid Majeſty ſhall be 
Bought or ſold , or made Slaves in any part of the Kingdom of 
Algiers , upon _ pretence whatſoever. And the faid King of 
great Britain ſhall not be obliged by vertue of this Treaty of Peace 
to redeem any of His Subjects now in Slavery, or who may be made 
Slaves before the ſaid Ratification ; But it ſhall depend abſolutly 
upon His Majeſty , or the Friends and Relations of the faids perſons 
in Slayery , without any limitation or reſtriction of time , to re- 
deem ſuch , and ſo many of them from time to time as ſhall be 
thought fit, agreeing for as reaſonable a Price as may be , with their 
Patrons or Maſters for their Redemption, without oblidging the ſaids 
Patrons or Maſters againſt their wills to ſet any at Liberty , whe- 
ther they be Slaves belonging to the Beylicque or Gally, orfuch 
as belong tothe Baſhaw, Dey, Govyernour , Aga, or any other 
perſons whatſoeyer. Andall Slaves being His Majeſties Subjects , 
ſhall, when they are redeemed , enjoy the adyantage and benefit 
of abatements of the Duty dueto the Royal Houſe, and of the 


other Charges , by paying ſuch reaſonable Sums as any Slayes 
of 
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That if any Subject of the ſaid King of great Bretazn happen toe. 
in Alzters, or in any part of its Territories, his Goods or Moneys ſhall | 
not be Seized by the Governours, Judges,or other Officers of_Al/gzenes + 
( who ſhall likewiſe make no enquiry after theſame ) bur the ſaids._ 
Goods or Moneys ſhall be poſelied or received by ſuch perſonas 
perſons whom the Deccaſed ſhall by his laſt Will have made hlg# 
Heir or Heirs , in caſe they be upon the place where the Teſt oy: 
tor deceaſed. Bur if the Heirs be not there , then the Executors” 
of the ſaid Will , lawfully Conſtituted by the Deceaſed , fhall af- 
ter -having made an Inventory of all the Goods and Money's lett, take 
them into their Cuſtody without any hinderance, and ſhall take 
care the ſame be remitted by ſome ſafe way , to the true and law- 
full Heirs ; and in caſe any of His-faid Majeſties Subjects happen 
to die not having made any will , the Eng/;/þ Conſul ſhall poſſeſs 
himſelf of his Goods and Moneys upon Inventory , forthe uſe of the 


Kindred, and Heirs of the Deccaſed. 


XIV, 


"That no Merchants being His Majefties SubjeRts , andreſiding in, 


or Trading to the City and Kingdom of ©_A/zzers, ſhall be obliged to 
buy any Merchandizes againſt their wills ; bur it ſhall be free for them 


_ tobuy ſuch Commodities asthey ſhall rhink fit, and no Captain or 


Commander of any Ship or Veſlel belonging to His ſaid Majeſti 

Subjects, ſhall be obliged againſt his will, ., Lade any Goodies 
carry them , ar makea Voyageto any Place he ſhall not haye a mind 
togoto: Andncither the Zzg//p Conſul, nor any other Subje&t 
ot the ſaid King , thall be bound to pay the Debts of any other of His 


Majcſties Subjects, except that he or they become Surceties for the 
ſame by a publick at. *

That the Subjects of His ſaid Majeſty in £.A/zers,or its Territories 


in mater of Controvyerſie, ſhall be liable to no other juriſdiction but 
thatofthe Dey or Duan, except they happento be art difference be- 
tween themſelves, in which caſe they ſhall be liable to nocther De- 
termination but that of the Conſul onely. 


XVI 


Thatin caſe any Subje& of His ſaid Majeſty being in any part of 
the Kingdom of £,//gzers happen to Strike, Wound, or Kill a7 ur+ 
ora Moor, ithebe taken, heis tobe puniſhed intheſame manner, 
and with no greater ſeverity then aT rk ought to be, being guilty of 
the ſame Offence ; But if he eſcape, neither the ſaid Eng/z/þ Conſul, 
nor any othet of His ſaid Majcſties Subjects, ſhall be in an any fort 
queſtioned and troubled therefore. 


XVII. 


That the Zrg//h Conſul now, or at any time hercafter living in 4/- 
grers, ſhall berhere at all times with entire Freedom and Safety of his 
Perſonand Eſtate, and ſhall be permitted to chooſe his own Drug- 


german and Broker, and freely to go on Board any Ships in the Road, | 


as often and when he pleaſes, and to haye the Liberty of the Countrey; 
And that he ſhall be allowed a Place to Pray in, and that no man 
ſhall do him any Injury in word or deed. 


X'V1IL. 


That not onely during the continuance ofthis Peace and Friend- 
ſhip, but likewiſe if any Breach or War happen to be hereafter be- 
tween the ſaid King of grea? Britain and the Kingdom of Algiers, the 
{aid Enghſh Conſul, and all others His faid Majeſties Subjects Inha- 
habiting inthe Kingdom of Algiers, ſhall always, andatall times, 
both of Peace and war, have full and abſolute Liberty to depart and 
goto their own, or any other Countrey, upon any Ship or Veſſel of 
what Nation ſocyer they {hall think fit, andto carry with them all 


their

their Eftares, Goods, Families and Scryants , Witnout any interruptt- 
ot; Or kindcrancc. 


X 1X. 


That no Subject of His ſaid Majeſty, being a Paſſenger, and com- 
ing or going with his Baggage, from, or to any Port, ſhall be any way 
moleſted or medled with, although he b2 on Board any Ship or Veſ- 
ſel in Enmity with Algiers; And inlike manner no A/zerne Paſſen- 
ger being on Board any Ship or Veſſel in Enmity with the ſaid King 
of great Britam , ſhall be any way molcſted, whether in his Perſon 


orin his Goods which he may haye Laden on Board the ſaid Ship or 
Vcllel.

That at all times when any Ship of War of the King of great Bri- 
tains, carrying His faid Majeſtics Flag at the Main-Top-Maſt-head, 
{hall appear betore A/zzers, and come toan Anchor in the Road, 
That immediatly after notice thercof given by His ſaid Majeſties 
Conſul, or Officer, from rhe Ship unto the Dey and Governour 
of Alziers, they thall in Honour to His Majeſty , cauſe a Salute 
of One and twenty Cannon to be Shot oft from the Caſtles and Forts 


of the City, and that the ſaid Ship ſhall return an Anſwer by Shooting 
oft the ſame Number of Cannon. 


XXL. 


That preſently after the Signing and Sealing of theſe Articles by 
the Baſhaw, Dey, Aga, and Governours of 4/gzers, all Injuries and 
Damages ſuſtained on either part, ſhall be quite taken away, and for- 
gotten. and this Peace ſhall be in full force and vertue, and continue 
toreyer. And for all Depredations and Damages, that ſhall be after- 
wards committed or done by either Side, beforc notice can begiven of 
this Peace, full Satisfaction ſhall immediatly be made, and whatſo- 
eyertremains in kind, ſhall be inſtantly reſtored. 


XXII. Thar 
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XY XII. 


That in caſe it ſhall happen hercaſter that any thing is done or com- 
mitted contrary to this Treaty , whether by the Subjects of the one 
or the other party, the Treaty notwithſtanding thall fubſiſt in full 
force, and ſuch Contraventions ſhall not occaſion the Breach of this 
Peace, Friendſhip, and good Correſpondence, but the Party In- 
jured ſhall amicably demand immediat Satisfaction for the ſaids Con- 
trayentions before it be lawful to break the Peace; and if the Fault was 
commited by any Priyate Subjects of either Party ; they alone ſhall 
be Puniſhed as Breakers of the Peace, and Diſturbers of the Publick 
Quiet. And Our Faith ſhall be Our Faith, and Our Word Our 
Word.
